Arensburg, the capital of the island, 
on Saturday, it was officially an- 
mounced today by the War Office. 
Arensburg is on the southern shore 
of Oesel Island. 

The northern group of German 
varships, the statement adds, dis- 
patched a'torpedo boat squadron be- 
tween the islands of Oesel and Dago 
which pressed back the Russian pa- 
trols. Russian naval forces rein- 
forced the patrol and accepted battle, 
whereupon the German ships. re- 
tired.

A third group of German warships, 


consisting of cruisers and torpedo, 


boats, approached the southwest 
coast of Oesel Island and bombarded 
unimportant parts of the coast.

(between the island and the main- 
land) but were repulsed.

Widow’s Charge for Administra- 
tion and Commissisons Is 
Turned Down. 


$4,000,000 IN ESTATE 


Creditors Contested On Ground 
That Their Holdings Might 
Be Wiped Out. 


Mrs. Grace A. Leathe’s claim 
against the estate of her late hus- 
band, Samuel H. Leathe, for $1,901,- 
312.14 as administration expenses 
and commissions, was disallowed to- 
day by Probate Judge Holtcamp. 
Her final settlement on the $4,000.- 
000 estate was also disapproved and 

she was ordered to make another 
settlement. 

The claim was filed lant May, after 
Mrs. Leathe had made her final re- 
port. It was opposed by Mrs. Eliza- 
teth Kniseley, who holds a jucsment 
for $200,000 against the estate for 
commissions earned by her late hus- 
band, Charles Kniseley, on land sales 
for Leathe. Mrs. Kniseley’s conten- 
tion was that if the claim was a!l- 
lowed it would virtually wipe out the 
estate and leave nothing for the satis- 
faction of the judgment, which has 
been approved by the Supreme Court. 

Opposed by Trust Company. 

The Title Guaranty Trust Co. also 
opposed it on the ground that if it 
was allowed the company would be 
liable, under its guarantees of real 
estate sold by Mrs. Leathe as execu- 
trix of the estate. 

The Probate Court finds that Mrs. 
Leathe failed to give credit to the es- 
tate for rents and money received 
from the sale of real estate and from 
loans; that she wrongfully charged 
the estate with sums not paid by her, 
either as executrix or personally; 
that she wrongfully charged the es- 
tate with money alleged to have been 


advancedito the estate; that she 
wrongfully duplicated charges 
against the estate that were not 


chargeable against it and commis- 
sions as executrix on expenditures 
t were not made for the estate, 


but for herself. 
Lawyers’ Claims Fail. 
The court also disallowed the 


claims of Attorneys Smith and Pear- 
cy for $5495.76, Sullivan and Davis 
for $4130.27, and Garvey and Guest 
for $5000. 

This was on the ground that their 
services were rendered to her as 
heir of the estate, and not as execu- 
trix.

U.S. SUPREME COURT REFUSES 
TO REAR CAMPBELL WILL CASE 


Final Disposition After Three Years’ 

Litigation of Contest to Break 

Late St. Louisan’s Will. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The 
United States Supreme Court today 
refused to review proceedings 
brought by relatives of the late 
James Campbell, St. Louis broker, 
to break his will, which disposes of 
2 $16,600,000 estate. 

This finally disposes of the liti- 
gation, which has extended over sev- 
eral years and has gone through 
three courts. 


The suit to break the _ will of 
Campbell was based on the allega- 
tion that Mrs. Lois Burkham, named 
as his daughter in the will, was not 
related to him, but was foisted upon 
him by his wife for the purpose of 
acquiring a stronger hold upon his 
fortune. 

The case was ‘bitterly fought in the 
Circuit Court here and. after a de- 
cision adverse to the confestants, was 
taken to the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri, which finally dismissed it be- 
cause the pleadings had not been per- 
fected. It was then taken to the 
United States Supreme Court by At- 
torney L. Frank Ottofy, on a plea 
for a review of the State Supreme 
Court’s action.

of character which read:

Uthoff in his testimony also went 
into details about the employment 
of Councilmen and Delegates at sal- 
aries of $5000 a year each to oppose 
the Central Traction bill.

WATCHMAN SAYS THREE 
MEN BLEW OFFICE SAFE 


‘Guardian at Fox River Butter Co. 
Asserts He Was Bound While Dy- 
namite Was Used on Strongbox. 

Frank A. Kimmell, a _ private 
watchman at the office of the Fox 
River Butter Co., 2100 Pine street, 
yesterday gave to the police the fol- 
lowing description of a safe-blowing 
which occurred in the office at l 
a. m.: 

Kimmell had descended in the ele- 
vator from the second floor when he 
was confronted by three men whose 
faces were masked with white hand- 
kerchiefs. They ordered him to take 
them on the elevator to the second 
floor, where they tied his hands with 
wire. One of the men remained-on 
guard while the others went down in 
the elevator to the office. 

Half an hour later Kimmell heard 
an explosion. He stirred and the 
robber guarding him threatened him 
with a revolver. 

About 15 minutes later Kimmel! 
heard a second explosion and a few 
minutes after that the two robbers 
who had gone below came up in the 
elevator, carrying with them tin 
boxes which had been taken from 
the safe. After binding Kimmell’s 
feet with wire the three men broke 
open the boxes and extracted $400 
and $150 worth of postage stamps 
and three base balls. 

As the robbers were about to get 
into the elevator Kimmell told them 
that he felt cold. They covered him 
with a blanket and told hi mto keep 
silent. After they had escaped Kim- 
mell freed himself and telephoned to 
the police.

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MISSOURI'S MONUMENT 
~ READY 10 BE UNVEILED 


Shaft at Vicksburg Will Com- 
memorate the Work of 42 
Organizations in Struggle. 


Missouri's monument in memory 
cf the men from this State who fell 


in the siege of Vicksburg will be ded- 
icated Wednesday afternoon on the 
battlefield in connection with the re- 
union of the veterans of the blue and 
gray. The monument and markers 
were erected at a cost of $50,000. ap- 
propriated py the Missouri Legisla- 
iure. 

Maj. Leo Rassieur of St. Louts, 
president of the Missouri Monument 
Commission, will preside at the ex- 
ercises and present the monument to 
the United States Government as the 
representative of Gov. Gardner. It 
will be accepted by Capt. William T. 
Rigby, chairman of the Vicksburg 
National Military Park Commission 
representing Secrctary of War Baker. 

The Rev. John 8S. Bunting, rector 
of the Episcopal Church of the As- 
cension, St. Louis, will pronounce the 
invocation and benediction. Frank. 
Gaiennie will report as secretary pro 
tem. of the commission. M. J. Jones, 
vice president and treasurer of the 
commission, will deliver the principal 
address. The monyment will be un- 
veiled by Mrs. Walton Caples Smith 
and Miss Mary Willie Woodward. 
There will be music by the United 
States Military Band and salutes by 
United States light artillery. 

In Commanding Position. 

The monument commemorates the 
part taken by 42 Missouri organiza- 
tions in the Vicksburg struggle. It is 
located in a commanding position on 
Confederate avenue, facing the city of 
Vicksburg. It consists of a pylon 
about 42 feet high, flanked on either 
side by an exedra wall about 15 feet 
high. At the base is a continuous 
seat, above which are motifs of 
shields and torches. 

On the front of each of the exedra 
walls is a large bronze panel repre- 
senting respectively “Attack” and 
“Defense.” Between these reliefs, in 
front of the pylon, is a Roman gal- 
ley surmounted by a bronze statue, 
“The Spirit of the Republic.” Near 
the top of the pylon is the coat of 
arms of the State and above this the 
word “Missouri.”” Under the prow 
of the galley is this inscription: 

“To commemorate and perpetuate 
the heroic services, the unselfish de- 
votion to duty and the exalted pa- 
triotism of the Missouri - soldiers, 
Union and Confederate, who were en- 
gaged in the campaign, siege and de- 
fense of Vicksburg.” 

The whole monument is executed 
in Missouri red granite. The design, 
by Hellmuth & Hellmuth, was chosen 
in international competition by Lo- 
rado Taft, Otto J. Withelmi and Ed- 
ward H. Wuerpel, jury of award. 

Total Outlay of $50,000. 

Of the appropriation made by the 
Legislature, $40,000 was paid for the 
ynonument and $10,000 for the pu. - 
chase of 50 markers and for neces-

ON RIOT CHARGES 


Lawyer Who Said “There Is No 
Law Against Mob Violence,” 
Is Defendants’ Counsel. 


Alexander Flannigen, the East St. 
Louis lawyer who declared in a 
speech last May that “there is no 
law against mob violence,” appeare<é 
today in the Belleville circuit court 
as attorney for the defense in the 
trial of the second case in which 
white men are charged with murde.’ | 
in the East St. Louis race riot of 
July 2. : 
Flannigen was one of the speakers 
at the City Hall meeting, May 28, 
which was followed by riotous dem- 
onstrations against negroes. He said 
at that time that he had been told 
that negroes threatened to move into 
the Alta Sita residence district, and 
that he had told an Alta Sita resi- 
dent that there was “no law against 
mob violence’’ Flannigen afterward 
explained that he did not intend this 
remark to be taken seriously. 

The three men on trial, Harry 
Robinson, John Dow and Charles 
Hanna, are also represented by Eu- 
gene Kreitner anc Grover Borders. 
Dow is 31 years old, and is an ice 
wagon driver. The others say they 
are 19 years old, but look several 
years old. Robinson is a shoemaker 
and Hanna a chauffeur. 

They are accused of the murder of 
William Keyser, a white hardware 
merchant, who yas killed by a bul- 
let supposed to ve been meant for 
a fleeing negro. They are . also 
charged with the murder of two ne- 
groes, who were dragged from a 
street car at Illinois and Collinsville 
avenues, but they are now being. 
tried on the Keyser charge only. 

The rrosecution is not wiliing to 
permit the men indicted for murder 
to plead guilty to a lesser offense. 
For this reason, and because Her- 
bert Woad and Leo Keane, convicted 
of murder Jast week, got the mini- 
mum ternr of 14 years, no pleas of 
guilty are cxpected from the murder 
defendants. A conviction in this 
case, however, might result in sev- 
ereal pleas of guilty from those 
charged with rioting and conspiracy. 

Leroy N. Bundy, negro dentist, 
who was accused by several wit- 
nesses, week before last, of being 
the leader of the negroes who killed 
two city detectives, arrived in Belle- 
ville yesterday from Cleveland, in 
Sheriff Mellon’s custody. Assistant 
Attorney-General Middlekauf, who 
talked to him, said he was “broke” 
financially, anc seemed broken in 
spirit. His wife is trying to arrange 
for his legal defense on the charge of 
murder, which is. pending agains: 
him. His trial will not take place 
for two weeks or more. 

Beside the 13 negroes and five 
white men who have now been 
brought to trial on murder charges, 
one white man has gone to the peni- 
tentiary for 14 years on a plea of 
guilty, and 38 white men and several 
negroes, including Bundy, are in jail. 
Forty-eight white men and four 
white women are out on bond, and 25 
indicted perséns have not been ar- 
rested.

They were 
permitted to open up a bit in the 
matter of noise, and there was mu- 
sic to be heard all the rest of the 
day. Music, card games (a few 
craps games, too, it must be con- 
fessed), and meals occupied the time. 


Moving Job Well Done. 


Now, how many persons knew of 
ithe departure? First, the little group 
of longshoremen who had helped 
load the baggage at the railroad 
yard. Second, the food and coffee 
sellers at the railroad yard pier. 
Third, those early risers who had 
seen the crowded steamboat make 
its way from the railroad yard to the 
steamship dock.

MANAGER OF RAIDED 
HOTEL 1S FINED $300 


Charged With Conducting Im- 
proper Resort—-15 Couples 
Were Arrested. 


James Wald, manager, and Thom- 
as Potts, night clerk of the Linmar 
Hotel, 534 North Vandeventer ave- 
nue, were fined $300 each in police 
court today as a result of a_ raid 
made on the hotel by detectives of 
the morality squad at 12:30 a. m. 
yesterday, when 15 couples found 


there were arrested. The charge 
against the manager and clerk was 
that they conducted an improper re- 
sort. 

The men and women arrested 
were released after being taken to 
the Laclede Avenue Police: Station 
but were required to promise they 
would be in court today. Most of 
them kept this promise and all were 
discharged. 

The Linmar Hotel had been under 
police surveillance for several 
months. While it was known to have 
some resident guests of undoubted 
respectability, it had been noted that 
it seemed to have a large transient 
trade, especially at night. 

Auots Line Curbs. 

Frequently automobiles lined the 
curbs on the Vandeventer and Wash- 
ington boulevard sides of the hotel 
the greater part of the night. An 
attempt to make a case against the 
hotel was made last May, but the 
Court held the evidence of one deteo- 
tive as to an isolated offense did not 
stamp the hotel as improper. 

Early Sunday morning detectives 
found lines of automobiles around 
the hotel and decided to make‘a raid. 
They entered the hotel and went 
through it, visiting every room. The 
services of two patrol wagons were 
needed to take the prisoners to the 
station. ‘Two couples who had auto- 
mobiles were permitted to go there 
in their machines under police guard. 

There were a large number of 


| spectators as the persons taken in 


the raid were led from the main en- 


‘| trance of the hotel to the wagons. 


The women among the prisoners 
tried to conceal their features with 
their coat collars, automobile veils 
and other devices. 

They were plainly embarrassed as 
they passed between a double line of 
spectators, some of whom jeered and 
laughed at them. All were well 
dressed and a majority had gone to 
the hotel in automobiles. 

Give Fictitious Names. 

At the station the men and women 
gave fictitious names and addresses 
and the police mage no special ef- 
fort to establish their identity. 

The detectives discovered that the 
hotel ed a loose-leaf register. 
When they entered they were shown 
a page containing a few names and 
purporting to be a complete list of 
the guests then in the house. 

After finding many more persons 
than were named in the list, the 
detectives induced the clerk to dis- 
close another page which haa been 
taken from the register, and which 
he said had been “mislaid.” 


OHIO MILLER I$ HELD IN EAST 
ST. LOUIS ON MANN ACT CHARGE 


Couple Is Traced by Woman’s 
Father—Her Husband Says Pris- 
oner Has Two Wives. 

Harry Cheak, 32 years old, of 
Hamilton, O., is under arrest in East 
St. Louis, and is to appear Friday be- 
fore the Federal grand jury in Dan- 
ville on the charge of violating the 
Mann act by bringing Mrs. Eula 
Hammons of Hamilton to East St. 
Louis. 

The two were traced by Mrs. Ham- 
mons’ father, W. C. Courtney of Sa- 
dieville, Ky., to their boarding place, 
1645 Kansas avenue, East St. Louis, 
after he had found that Cheak was 
working in East St. Louis as a flour 
miller. Courtney took his daughter 
to Kentucky with him. Humane Of- 
ficer Ewing, who arrested, Cheak 
said Mrs. Hammons made an at- 
tempt, at that time, to jump out of a 
second-story window, but was re- 
strained. 

The woman has two children in 
Hamilton. Cheak worked at a mill 
near her home, and she said_ their 
elopement was arranged through 
notes, and that they had not spoken 
to each other until she left home. 
Cheak said the woman was to bla 
Her husband, A. L. Hammons, in- 
formed the Federal authorities that 
Cheak had been married twice, and 
that he had not been able to learn 


that either wife had died or been di- 
vorced.

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Tragic Musical Genius of 
Hebrews. 


‘By RICHARD L. STOKES, 

J audience at the Sheldon Me- 
morial Auditorium last night 
had the opportunity, rather 

curious in these days of musical so- 
phistication, of noting the first steps 
by which song emerges from the 
naivete of folk creation and enters 
upon the self- consciousness of de- 
liberate art. 

It was within the last two decades 
that Baron Ginsberg, inspired by the 
awakening of nationalistic feeling 
in the Jewish people, undertook a 
collection of their folk music in 
Russia, Rumania and Palestine. 
Some of the earliest and cleverest 
essays at working up this raw mate- 
rial into esthetic form—by equip- 
ping it with lavish harmonies in ac- 
companiments for piano, organ and 
string quartet—were presented by 
last night’s soloist, Pinchos Jassi- 
nowsky. 

He is a young Jewish tenor and 
composer, recently come from Petro- 
grad, who to natural talents has ad- 
ded the advantages of an excellent 
musical training. He is considered a 
significant figure in the renaissance 
of Hebrew song, and is likely to make 
St. Louis an important center of 
this artistic enterprise by his deci- 
sion, now virtually affirmed, of mak- 
ing his home here permanently. 

As it was the first recital of Jew- 
ish songs ever given here, the\ audi- 
ence, in addition to a majority of 
Jews, contained many non-Jews, 
who were eager to make the ac- 
guaintance of this unfamiliar music. 

Peculiarities of Form. 

First, as to its technical individ- 
ualities. Judging from the exam- 
ples offered, these songs are charac- 
terized by an incessant use of the 
melodic interval of the augmented 
second, which was long banned from 
Occidental vocal music because it 
was considered unmelodious and 
difficult to intonate. Singers will 
remember, however, with what a sin- 
gularity poignant and exotic effect 
it falls upon the ears in the last part 
of the setting of ‘“‘Der Asra” by Ru- 
binstein, himself, «* significantly 
enough, a Jew. But the constant re- 
iteration of this melancholy cadence 
in Jassinowsky’s songs tended, at 
least to western nerves, to become 
fatiguing and monotonous. 

Other characteristics were the 
frequent employment of the melodic 
J minor scale, ascending as woll as de- 

scending, with the peculiar wailing

Israel—are relentlessly in the minor 
mode, and gain their comic effecis 
from the pattern of the notes and 
the rhythm. Perhaps it is enlighten- 
ing to-note that no love song ap- 
peared on the program. 

One would conclude after a first 
hearing that the Jewish songs lack 
the lyric melody of those of Ireland 
and Italy, the sentimentality of the 
German lied, and the high organic 
complexity which makes the English 
folksongs su- astonishing. Yet they

Majestic Religious Songs.

Has Mr. Burleson counted the cost in planning 
to interfere with one of the most ancient pre- 
rogatives of the American press? To charge that 
their Government has fallen under the perfidious 
influence of Wall street is a vested right of the 
newspapers of this country. A lot of the voters 
don’t know exactly what it means, but it carries 
with it unutterable reproach, especially in Kan- 
sas. It is the final argument of the stump and 
the press when other arguments fail, the dismay- 
ing blow reserved for political opponents who re- 
main unmoved and even cheerful under other | 
forms of attack. 

And the staggering retort of munition-maker 
control barred, too? This has acquired recog- 
nition and standing as a classic example of mer- 
ciless thrust in works on logic and the art of con- 
troversy. The argument from the munition mak- 
ers is to pacifism: what the argument from de- 
sign is to theology. 

The board that is to supervise the use made of 
the mails, the cables and telegraph lines will do 
well to consider carefully its ground before go- 
ing too far. To make stinging references to the 
munitions makers unmailable is to deprive some 
pacifists of their principal stock in trade. 

The prohibition is not on the charge that the 
present war was caused by Wallstreet and the 
munitions magnates. It is on any charge of that 
nature directed toward Government activities of 
almost infinite range. Seriously, is this not a 
rather sweeping rule of verboten? It would apply 
even to a publication of actual facts relating to an 
incidental branch of the Government, such as the 
varied interests Supresentes in the National Coun-

We are 
a little bit more phlegmatic out here than they are 
in the East. We don’t get excited so easily. The 
Middle Westerner is an-individual who habitually 
goes about his own business:and keeps his mouth 
shut, but when he does go into anything, he takes 
off his coat and leaps spang into the middle. He 
has always been that way and always will be 80 
fens as he is as at present constituted.

Otherwise they cannot 
understand that we do our own thinking; that 
our practical philosophy is based upon the bed- 
rock of patriotism and sound democratic princi- 
ples and that there is no sacrifice of blood and 
treasure too great for us to make in defending 
Americanism.

A REAL FIGHTER 


Former Bantam Champion Says 
He Is Boxing Oftener Than 
Before Herman Won Decision. 


John Gutenko, better known as 
Kid Williams, who is trying to have 
Noah Webster change his definition 
of the word “defeated,” gave St. 
Louis boxing fans their first glimpse 
for some time of a championship 
fighting machine here yesterday, 
when he went through a strenuous 
session at the Future City Athletic 
Club in preparation for his bout with 
Benny McNeill at the Coliseum to- 
morrow night. 

Williams candidly admits that 
Billy Rocap, who refereed the 20-\ 
round encounter in New Orleans 
some months ago, wherein Pete Her- 
man acquired the bantamweight title, 
gave the decision to his opponent. 
But Williams just as freely stated 
he was NOT defeated in this contest. 

In this connection Johnny points 
out that four newspapers in New 
Orleans—the home town of Pete Her- 
man—refused to uphold Rocap'’s de- 
cision. Rocap had previously per- 
formed yoeman service as Williamd 
referee in numerous bouts and it 
was a cruel blow to the conqueror 
of Johnny Coulon that he should be 
acclaimed defeated by the man he 
had chosen to officiate in the bout. 


Says Burns Can Beat Pete. 


Wherefore, Williams says Herman 
is carrying around’ a polished crown 
that doesn’t fit -his head: albeit 
Johnny concedes that the latter is 
capable of holding his own against 
the best in the business, with one ex- 
ception, viz.: Frankie Burns. It is 
the Kid’s opinion that Burns will re- 
peat the trouncing he once adminis- 
tered if he ever gets Herman in the 
ring again. This defeat by Burns 
doesn’t appear in Herman's record.

While perhaps not as clever or as 
flashy as McNeill he more than holds 
the edge over Benny in barrage fire 
hitting and is capable of dealing out 
gruelling punishment, once he is 
forced to the wall. The boys have 
agreed to make 118 pounds for the 
bout tomorrow night.
